Some cities simply destroy their waste by incinera- 


tion. For that method there is at least to be said that 
it is as completely sanitary as any method could be 
Other cities use garbage and other waste for fuel in 
city power plants, as in a municipal lighting estab- 
lishment or waterworks pumping station. Still other 
cities recover valuable by-products that in all cases go 
far to defray the cost,of waste disposal and in a fe\\ 
instances entirely meet it 
The method of destroying 


by incineration is a system of unmitigated expense and 
in some other respects is nowhere proved to be entirely 
satisfactory. If Fort Wayne can utilize city waste for 
fuel in either of the waterworks stations that might 
fprove a great saving. Fort Wayne's expenditure for 
:iuel is enormous. The city of Minneapolis, which has 
oome to a very economical and otherwise satisfactory 
'solution of the garbage problem disposes of much 


in that way. 
It may be found that a reduction 


'plant for the recovery of by-products is the method 
beat adapted to this city. Cleveland has actually dc- 
<rived a profit from that system, and Columbus shows 
warnings above expenditures for the first five or six 
mOQths of the reduction plant's operation. Cleveland 
has the best system of collecting and disposing of city 
waste,in the country. Let these things be looked into. 
Fort:Wayne wonts as good as the best of them have.

INCINERATION WITH UTILI- 


ZATION 


By DR. P. M. HALL, 


Commissioner of Health, Miunaapolls, Minn. 


The methods for the disposal of city waste have gone 


through the various stages of dumping, both upon land 
and saa, pig-feeding, reduction and incineration. With 
all of these various methods the primary object sought 
was the getting rid of the natural accumulations inci- 
dent to life in cities 
The question of whether the dis- 


posal ;\vas sanitary or not was mot thoughtioE, or -at least- 
was a secondary consideration. Later, the question of 
sanitary handling has been thoroughly gone into, from 
the proper construction of the receptacle, to the final 
disposal. The care of the can and its contents, the 
hide in which the waste material is carried, and every 
step of the operation has been gone into to the minut- 
est detail. 
The question, of sanitary disposal may be 


said to have been (finally (reached—methods varying 
only in different cities depending upon the kind and con- 
structoin of the machinery for final disposal 


Much might be said in the mere recital of the kind 


and character of the receptacle—how it should be kept 
to prevent it from getting foul, to protect it against the 
dangers of fly infection, and gradually, in a general 
way, 
to educate the householder to habits of cleanli- 


ness. 
The most fascinating side of this great question 


at the present time, however, is that which concerns 
the recovery of valuable by-products, or some means of 
utilizing the various component parts of the city a 
waste, that the cost of final disposal may be reduced or 
t)« made profitable. 
The mere question of disposal may 
be considered as settled. 


In our own city we have been working for the past

demands of the plant require. There should be some 
provlaions made for the storage of material used f6r 
furnishing the fuel. 
This has been easily met in our 


case by utilizing our steel garbage boxas for storage 
purposes. A!! of our garbage Is collected tn steel tanks 
hauled to a contra! transfer station, transferred to flat 
cars by electric hoist, and thence to tho crematory

.he crematory plant these steel tanks are lifted from 
.ho cars by elec.tric hoist and dumped directly into the 
ncinerators through an over-head hopper. 
It has thus 


been easy to use these tanks for storage purposes, dump- 
ng them, at such times as .they were needed.

She was born 
February 6, 1829, in Washington town- 
ship, the daughter of the late Mr. and

the early 40's as a substitute mail car- 
rier between Fort Wayne and Blue 
River oeyond Churubusco, in Whit- 
ley county. 
Mr.. Cutshall says that 


he has very distinct recollection of 
Churubusco as a thriving community 
of one house tenanted 
by a 
man 


named Wolf and that between this 
city and Blue River there were but 
three houses. Indians were numeroun.

Hen. John W. Kern, Washington, D- 
C.—Dear Sir: 
The Middle States 


Textile Manufacturers' association, in 
convention assembled, at French Licit 
Springe, July 1», 1811, passed the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 
1. The continued agitation of the 


tariff question » detrimental to the 
interests of all manufacturers . and 
merchants. 
2. Tfiat congress should appoint a 


permanent tariff commission and leave 
adjustment of rates entirely' in the 
hands of t»is commission. 


"The textHe interests of the United 


States have enough troubles to con- 
tend with without being made the scat 
In the revision of the tariff merely to 
gratify the personal ambitions of pro- 
fessional politicians. It is up to every 
manufacturer to do his part In secur- 
ing a reasonable and sensible handling 
of ta»iff questions. 
"These resolutions -we heartily en- 


dorse and hope that you will give them 
' due consideration. We attribute very 


dull business in the textile lines In the 
last e»ght months largely to this con- 
tinued agitation. 


• "We believe. In justice to all con- 
cerned, that the tariff changes should 
•wait for the report of the tariff com- 
mlBSlon which is now in session. Very

Owners of the best teams suffer In con- 
sequence and are forced to wait for the

they can expect any money at their gates 
and this is another argument In favor of 
taking into the league only men who 
nre able to finance their clubs and frunr- 
i ntee they will finish their schedules.
